Belgian Jitterbugs Enjoy 
First American Jam Session 
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Waterfowl Preserves Planned 
By State Game Commission 


By ROBERT K. MOORHEAD 
Harrisburg, Oct. 4 
(.*P) -The 
Pennsylvania Game Commission is 
considering construction, as part 
if its postwar pfogram, of numer­ 
ous small 
reservoirs 
throughout 
the state as waterfowl preserves to 
supplement the work of the federal 
government and Canada in the last 
IO years. 
Secretary Seth Gordon said sev­ 
eral hundred sites for such reser­ 
voirs at headwaters 
of 
streams 
have been suggester, and that each 
will be carefully considered from 
an engineering viewpoint to obtain 
the best possible locations. 
Erection of 370 small dams was 
listed by Ross L. Loftier, commis­ 


sion president, as one of the needs 
for improvement of the 184 tracts 
of land, comprising 750,000 acres, 
now under control of the commis­ 
sion. 
Gordon reported 
that periodic 
checks by trained observers in this 
country and Canada showed an in­ 
crease of more than 100,000,000 in 
the continental waterfowl populat­ 
ion since 1934, and that duck hunt­ 
ing regulations have been consider­ 
ably eased this year as a result. 
Federal 
authorities estimated 
that 125,000,000 ducks, geese and 
swan were in breeding grounds in 
the northern prairie regions last 
1 spring, and that more than 140,- 
000,000 ’ were expected to return 


south this fall. 
Gordon said 
the 
80-day 
duck 
hunting season opening in Penn­ 
sylvania Oct. 14 gives sportsmen 
IO extra days of hunting along 
with more liberal bag limits. 
Ten years ago, he added, the 
waterfowl population was estim at­ 
ed at 30,000,000, and the hunting 
season was limited to one month 
with small bag limits. 
The federal government has ac­ 
quired 200 waterfowl refuge areas 
totaling 3,000,000 acres through­ 
out the country, and so far Penn­ 
sylvania has 
supplemented 
this 
program with the 2,500 acre refuge 
a t Pymatuning reservoir in Craw­ 
ford county. 
“A large number of small reser­ 
voirs throughout the state," Gord­ 
on said, “would provide increased 
feeding and breeding areas for 
ducks and other 
waterfowl 
that 
, spend the summer in Pennsylvania, 
I and for the thousands of ducks, 
geese and swan th at annually fre-

The record w ill be the veteran s 
official arm y introduction to fu­ 
ture employers, educational auth­ 
orities or any civilian agency w ith 
which he deals for a job. 
The soldier attends lectures, the 
last he will hoar in the army, about 
his return to civilian life and his 
new responsibilities. He is also told 
about his rights and benefits as a 
veteran. 
He turns in all his e q u ip m en t. 
Th® arm y takes back everything 
except one complete uniform, one 
extra shirt, gloves, tics, socks, un­ 
derwear, towels, toilet articles and 
personal belongings.

Established in 1883 to aid the poor and unfortunate in W a r­ 
ren county, the W arren Relief Association is one of the most 
vitally im portant members of the W arren County W a r Fund. 
It ’s work is carried on by volunteer members, who ask no other 
recompense than the materials required to give assistance to the 


needy. 


Two directors are appointed in each ward to investigate the 
many appeals the Association receives. 
In response to these 
appeals, m ilk and groceries are provided and medicine is pur­ 
chased by the W arren Relief and assistance is given in paying 
rent and gas bills. 
Tile packing of Thanksgiving baskets had 
been an annual event until the advent of rationing. 
Now, food 
orders are given so that this service m ay be continued. 


The importance of correct food for school children has always 
been emphasized by the W arren Relief Association. 
During the 
last school year, 263 lunches were provided for children at the 
school cafeteria. 
Also, six quarts of m ilk daily were distributed 
by the Association in the North W arren cafeteria. 
Not only 
children, but the aged and sick have received m ilk through the 
services of the W arren Relief Association and 70 families were 


benefited in this respect last year. 


In the distribution of clothing from its rooms on Liberty 
street, the W arren Relief finds it necessary to purchase many 
new garments. 
Tills service is supplemented by second-hand 
garments brought in by interested persons and much is collected 
in the house-to-house canvass conducted by the Lions Club each 
year. 
Also, new garments are received from the Needlework 


Guild. 


The Warren Relief Association depends for a small share of 
it* income upon the donations of individuals, churches, schools 
and clubs. 
Some funds are derived from m ilk bottles placed in 
stores w ith the fam iliar appeal “ F o r the B ab y the M ilkm an 
Missed.” 
However, the Association’s main source of income is its 
share of the W arren County W a r Fund— the donation you give 
to make possible health and comfort to those who must depend 
on. aid from the W arren Relief.
